• GENEROUS UnWenlty students* 
having the Impulse to help others 
at the Christmas season, need look 
no farther than the annual Food 
Drive to find a worthy cause to 
which they may contribute. 

Sponsored by the UnWerslt> as 
Its only official charity, the ten* 
day campaign for money to provide 
food and clothing for needy fami- 
lies officially got under way yes- 
terday. In an effort to materially 
Increase the amount received last 
year, a quota of $1,000 has been set 
for this year. 

In 1939 a total of $670.35 was re- 
ceived, from the student body. With 
this sum, 220 families were aided 
in temporary relief. 

Acting as co-directors of the 
drive this year are Anne Biackl- 
stone and Kim Vought. Under 
their direction plans have been 
formulated for complete coverage 
of the students and campus organ- 
izations, in an effort to Induce 
closer co-operation. Anne Blacki- 
stone, speaking of the campaign* 
said,. "There is no reason for our 
falling to nil our quota. We have 
at our command capable committee 
chairmen, and we are sure the stu- 
dent body will co-operate in this 
project as they have In others." 

Robert Roadley has been appoint- 
ed tb the post of business manager 
for the drive. Chairmen of the 
eight committees appointed by the 
directors are: Campus, Judy Don- 
nelly; faculty, Jane McGraw, sorori- 
ties, Phil Young: fraternities, Anne 
Thomas; business organizations, 
Mary Ella Hopkins; individual 
campus organizations, Mary Louise 
FiiMi religious organizations, Ser- 
uoh KSmble; Strong Hall, FhyOft 
Ciu^ and Agnes Rossbacber, co- 
chairmen. 

Murray Berdlck and Harriet 
Weber havw been appointed put^ 
Ucity directors. 

At an eleventh-hour meeting of 
the entire Food Drive Committee, 
several plans in their entirety were 
announced to the group. In addi- 
tion to the quotas assigned sorori- 
ties, fraternities, and other campus 
organizations, bottles will be placed 
in the Student Club and at other 
strategic spots throughout the Uni- 
versity buildings to receive dona- 
tions. , Pledges of campus sororities 
will also be on the campus with 
bottles to receive contributions. 

An Innovation In the form of 
pledge cards will also make Its ap- 
pearance this year. Students un- 
able to contribute at this time, but 
desiring to do so, will be asked to 
fill out a card for either 90c or $1 
to be payable on Dec. 16. This 
will permit another pay day before 
donations need be m^e.

ERAL Government In connection 
with Its rapidly expanding defense 
program, the series of seven special 
defense courses to be offered by the 
University will get underway to- 
morrow night. . 

Dean Frederick M. Felker of the 
School of Engineering has an- 
nounced a complete list of the 
classes to be offered and a list of 
instructors. A special staff of in- 
structors, sU of them government 
experts in their particular fields, 
will teach the courses in co-opera- 
tion with Profesaors Frank Hitch- 
cock, Arthur F. Johnson and Al- 
fred Ennis of the University's engi- 
^neerlng faculty. 

The series of courses have been 
worked out In co-operatton with the 
Federal Government through the 
Office of Education, and all stu- 
dent's tuition' will be paid by the 
Government. 

Studies to be offered are: Con- 
crete Inspection and Testing; Map 
Making and Interpretation; Surface 
and Aerial Navigation: Construc- 
tion Materials, Properties, Tests 
and Specifications; Structural Steel 
Deal|(n; Ship Construction, 

Radio Communication. 

Requirements for prospective 
psrtlcipanU in the program vary 
from one to three years’ college 
engineering credit or the aqutva- 
lent. Courses are not offered for 
college credlt,‘ but are a part of 
the special supplementary defense 
curricula. All classes will be held 
in the evening. 

Six of Ihe courses will be con^ 
ducted for a period of 15 iVeeki, 
while the seventh requires 30 weeks 
of study.

For the peat few seasons, however, no such disturbances on a 
large scale have been at all evident. la It not time that the team 
be brought back to the studentsT Such a move would do much to 
awaken the stagnant school spirit exlttlng among most students. 
If the experiment fails, Coach Reinhart would be entirely juatUUd 
In taking the squad b^k across the field. But 1116 Hatchet feels 
that next season an attempt made to seat the players near the 
students would meet with success. 

2. The footbeU sqnad at the end ef the seeeon shonld be 
. allowed to elect Ita captain for next year. 

Purely from the point of view of democracy, this procedure 
should be adopted. A team playing under a leader It aelebted Itself 
will undbubte^y accept his leadership more readily than it would 
that of an appolntad captain. In many cates, of course, the captain 
appointed by tha coach would have been tlw one aelaettd by tha 
team anyway. Dlacuaaion of this point with several former varsity 
football players revesls an overwhelming sentiment In favor of the 
'suggestion. Presumably members of the present football squad 
fsel the same way. 

Since The Hatchet has been unable to learn the advantages of a 
coach-appointed captain, othar than tha desire of the coach to hava 
It so, ft feels that the democratic method, as practiced by the ma- 
j^ty of the ooUaglate elevens throughout the nation, la highly, 
desirable.

The aubject for the conference 
was **Should the Power of the Fed- 
eral Government Be Increased?" 
Dr. John Albert Tlllema, ^puMOclate 
profeaeor of Political Science at the 
University, and Professor Charles 
8. Collier of the University Law 
School participated In a model de- 
bate on the question. Dr. TlUema 
upheld the affirmative and Profes- 
sor Collier defended the negative 
position. * • 

In atMrting that the power of 
the government should be in- 
creased, Dr. Tlllema said he would 
suggest even the right to strike 
be curtailed by the government 
during a national emergency. 

**Congreaa should have the power 
to control Industries vital to na- 
tional defense," he said. "If war 
breaks out, virtually every Industry 
will be valuable for national de- 
fense, and states have proved 
themselves inadequate in the times 
of national emergency. 

**Also Congress has had insuf- 
ficient control over legislation that 
effects health and crime. The 
power of the Federal government 
should be extended to enact uni- 
form health and criminal legisla- 
tion. This is particularly true of 
crimes which are difficult to handle 
in the statea" 

Professor Collier, who based his 
argument on the assertion that 
any increase in the power of the 
F^eral government would come at 
the expense of the people's Consti- 
tutional powers, munlcipalltiea and 
local Institutions, contended that 
there Is already sufficient central 
controL

• "WHAT WE WANT IN ASIA I, 
Stability and order under law,” said 
Dr. William C. Johnstone, Dean of 
the Junior College and professor of 
political science at the University, 
on the Town Meeting of the Air 
program Thursday. Dr. Johnstone 
was one of the three speakers who 
discussed the question, "Must Amer- 
ica and Japan clash?" 

A clash in the Far East is not In. 
evitable, not impossible, according 
to the Dean, who has travelled 
widely In Asia. He says that Ja- 
pan's new order is not yet an ac- 
complished fact, and that the 
United States definitely has the 
ability to exert Influence there. 

"We can change Japan’s new or- 
der by limiting her freedom of ac- 
tion — not by Ignoring her aggres- 
sion, nor by trying to crush her," 
Dr. Johnatone stated. He advliefl 
that the United States should exert 
a constant pressure on Japan, and 
make a counter-move for every one 
of her moves. 

In order to do this, he says, it Is 
necessary for this country to "keep 
some of our cards up our sleeve." 
While demonstrating a willingness 
to cooperate, Dr. Johnstone believes 
that we should embargo some of 
our exports to Japan In ordfr to 
make our persuasion effective. 

The members of the audience 
asked the speakers questions after 
they had presented their views. 
Then Mr. H, V. Kaltenbom, news 
analyst, discussed the different at- 
titudes of the three men.

He contributed much In bone 
surgery to wounded soldiers In the 
last war, and has been knighted by 
several foreign countries.
